Further regulating the Sale of fermented and 
distilled Liquors by Retail on Sunday in Ireland. 



W HEREAS in Ireland Restrictions on the opening of Preamble. 
Houses for the Sale, and on the Sale and on the Con- 
sumption in certain Houses, of Spirits, Wine, and Beer 
during certain Horn’s on Sunday, Good Friday, Christmas Day, 

5 and any Day appointed for a Public Past or Thanksgiving were 
imposed by an Act of the Session of the Third and Fourth Years 
of His Majesty William the Fourth, Chapter Sixty-eight, intituled 3&4W.4. 
“ An Act to amend the Laws relating to the Sale of Wine, Spirits, c ' 

« Beer, and Cider by Entail in Ireland,” and those Restrictions 
10 were extended by an Act of the Session of the Sixth and Seventh 6 & 1 W.4. 
Tears of the Reign of King William the Fourth, Chapter Thirty- c - 38 - 
eight, being an Act to amend the Act before recited, and these 
Restrictions were applied to other Cases by the Beerhouses, Ireland, 

Act, 1864, and great Benefits have arisen from such Restrictions, 

15 and these Benefits would be increased if these Restrictions were 
further extended, and the Part of the Act herein-after mentioned 
were repealed : 

Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 

20 and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
Authority of the same, as follows :

Hours on Sunday, Christmas Day, Good Friday, and any Day 5 
appointed for a Public Fast or Thanksgiving shall, subject to the 
Provisoes herein-after mentioned, bo extended to the whole of the 
above-mentioned Days, and all the Provisions of the recited Acts 
shall apply and be construed accordingly; and the Expression 
“ t5l is Act ” in the recited Acts shall he deemed to include this 10 
Act. 

Provided always, 

(1.) That nothing iu the recited Acts or this Act contained shall 
prevent Spirits, Wine, and Beer, if sold for Consumption 
and consumed off the Premises, being sold between the 15 
Hours of One and Half-past Two o’clock in the After- 
noon and Eight and Nine o’Cloclc in the Afternoon of the 
above-mentioned Days : 

(2.) That where any Person who bona fide carries on as Part of 

Iris ordinary daily Trade the Business of an Eating House 20 
Keeper, or otherwise of selling Meat, Confectionery, or 
other Victuals to be consumed on the Premises, nothing 
in this Act contained shall prevent such Person from 
opening his House for the Sale of, or from selling, or fi-om 
suffering to be consumed, iu the same Manner as he might 26 
if this Act had not passed, any Meat, Confectionery, or 
other Victuals for Consumption on the Premises, or any 
fermented or distilled Liquors for Consumption on the 
Premises by Persons who bona fide have purchased any 
such Moat, Confectionery, or other Victuals. 30 

Repeal of 2. So much of the Forty-third Section of the Act of the Session 
23 a &24Viot. of the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Years of the Reign of Her 
c. 107. s. 43. present Majesty, Chapter One hundred and seven, as relates to 
the Sale of Beer, Cider, Spirits, or Wine on Sunday, Good Friday, 
Christmas Day, or any Day appointed for a Public Fast or Thanks- 35 
giving is hereby repealed.
